Fe months Cirg the Neceflity of Repentance to the Forgiveneſs of Sin, Mr. Cole ſoon after 
ince. brake out intothe wonted\Exclamations, and charged us as Oppoſers of Chriſt's Righ- 
teonſneſt in Fuſtsfication, &C. and I was accounted by moſt as the chief Mark leveFd at. 
Friends entreated me to take no notice- of theſe Refletions in my Sermons there 3 and 
tho' thus oft. provoked, 1 never expreſſed any Reſentments in any Diſcourſe theve ſince that 
firſt : Nevertheleſi many aſſured me of the neceſſity of printing ſomewhat to clear our 
ſelves, and if poſſible to ſtem this Tide; Peoples Mouths were filed with the. \groſſeſt 
Miſrepreſentqtions of our Dofrines 3 Miniſters were accufed as Legaliſts, when- they 
only preached t hat men had ſomewhat to do if they would be ſaved 3 if a man did Fa 
plead 
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plead with Sinners from Goſpel-Threats, or argue Obedience and Duties, he was no Go- 
I-Preacher : Tea, ſome arrived to that daringneſi, as publickly to aſſert there were 
ut three or four Miniſters of Chriſt in London ; the Reverend Mr. Mead himſelf 
eſcaped net the Title of a Legaliſt. Theſe things cauſed in me many ſad Thoughts, and 
at laſt I-was convinced, unleſi we ſhould proftitute our Miniſtry, ſuffer the infe&ting of 
our People, which would end in Diviſions, (as I Found attempted on ſome of myo0wn)and 
be all guilty, and branded abroad as Complyers, by our ſilence; ſomething muſt be publs- 
ſhed. I was ſenſible of the Trouble, Reproach, and Hazards attending it, eſpecially ſince 
1 was informed that ſome,out of the Union, were the Spring in this Affair, who having 
failed in their Unchriſtian Methods to oppoſe that Agreement, it ſeems judged by the 
Notions of ſome few (of whom I was ignorant) that either theſs Opinions muſt prevail, 
byour ſilence, or that the Union would be endangered if we appeared againſt them. At 
laſt I found the effetts of Mr. Davies's and others Praftiſes, abroad, and in the City ; 
that the hazard to our Peace would grow, byfurther delay, eſpecially ſeeing as yet ſo very 
fer, if any of the United Brethren, were ſuſpeted to abett theſe Errors, and Mr. Cole, 
with all the reſt that appeared their Advocates, in City and Country, were not of the 
Union. ; Nay, I believed if ſome others did not act Mr. Cole, he could not be offended 
with what I ſhould write, he baving at three meetings expreſſed himſelf ſo reconciledto 
wy.
